THE TOWAGE QUESTION. 

The Nanainio Free Press of Wednesday 
last attempts a reply to the article in 
The Colonistol tho31st ult., which showed 
the unequal footing upon which American 
and British tugs are placed in these waters. 
The American tugs can tow vessels from the 
mouth of the straits to Nanainio; but the 
British tug cannot, under penalty, tow an 
American vessel beyond Tort Townsend. 
This is surely enough to illustrate the con- 
ditions of the case which it is not necessary 
to refer to further. And now for the Froo 
Press, which cannot discuss any question 
without going into the island and mainland 
business, and lugging in the worthless spirit 
of sectionalism aa tho groat magna eharta 
to be prefered beforo all other benefits to 
the province as a whole. Ouo would have 
thought that ou a question touching pro- 
vincial interests the people of the province 
might unite, and especially on one in which 
we are not being fairly used by our neigh- 
bors iu return for very great concessions 
made by our own laws in thoir favor. 
Nothing will do, however, but the ordinary 
usolesa whine about wicked Victoria, whose 
shadow ever stalks about like a Franken- 
stein, which, in a thoughtleBB moment, 
those thoughtless places, Nanainio, Burratd 
Inlet and New Westminster, called into be- 
ing and nourished only to prove their de- 
struction. The Press says, "The hydra- 
beaded monster of Victoria centralization 
is tho prominent feature of The Colonist's 
article." The whole province is rolled up 
in that one spot. No other places are en- 
titled to any consideration whatever, except 
as serfs to minister to her prosperity. But 
the fast-waning sun of the capital, is slyly- 
winking at Nanainio. as much us to say, 
"Just you wait till I fix the old woman, " 
with hundreds of tons of direct importa- 
tions which will flow into the interior with- 
out paying toll at Victoria. We would, 
however, remind Nanainio that Victoria 
can afford to await the changes which will 
undoubtedly take place to some extent in 
the wholesale trade of the country, for by 
the time that the terrible threats 
of the Free Press are carried out 
Victoria will have other fish to fry. 
Nothing can intorfere with the advan- 
tageous position of Victoria as tho port 
nearest the sea, and events are slowly 
gathering round her which will all tend to 
mako her the city of the Straits and of 
the Sound. As for Nanainio, which 
seems so deeply Binitten with tho beauties 
of American tug boats, and can see no 
difference between American and English 
coasting laws, it might be well to remind 
tier that as the natural uutuoilld of her 
own policy with respect to thesevery coast- 
ing laws the time may come when she will 
have no occasion to trouble horsolf about 
either American or British tugs. When 
scarcely a solitary vessel will cast its 
shadow in the depths of its liaibor, wait- 
ing its turn at the coal wharf. In those 
days the Island railway will bo completed 
and tho Canadian Pacific aa well; and a 
steady stream of traffic will sot in over- 
land towards Victoria, carrying the coal 
of Nanainio and Departure Buy along with 
it for shipment at Esquimiilt. Tho Na- 
nainio people give the imprsssion that 
they ivro not wise in their generation. 
They have been favored by the establish- 
ment of a great coal industry in their 
midst; but at times they have been judici- 
ous without effecting anything. It is oil 
very well to exhibit a contentious spirit; 
but if notliini? comes of it, what is the 
good of it? Nanainio, therefore, 
and especially tho Nanainio Free 
Press, is likely to Imvo enough 
to do to look aftor home interests; and as 
for Victoria, she is well ablo to take oaro 
of herself. In tho meanwhile it is quite 
right that the defects in tho British law in 
relation to the privileges of American tugs 
in British waters should be ventilated. If 
the Americans decline to make any altera 
tions in their laws we should alter ours to 
suit them; and tliore is no doubt that 
when tho important matter comes to bo 
laid before tho Dominion Government it 
will bo arranged on a fair and reciprocal 
basis without reference to the carping sec- 
tionalism of the Free Press. It is a matter 
for rogret that a newspaper published on 
the island should bo found exhibiting a 
feeling of of intense hatred towards Vic 
toria. The people of the wholo province 
are deoply concerned in tho protection of 
its marine intoronts. What affects one 
soction materially reacts upon all. 
Take, ' for example, tho Mines Re- 
gulation Act. What would be said if 
Victorians if thoy were to demand that 
that law should not remain 011 the statute 
book because it applies only to the district 
of Nanaimo! This is precisely the line of 
reasoning udopted by the Free ProaB when 
dealing with the towage matter. Victori- 
ans own stock in tho boats, therefore it is 
a right and a proper and an altogether 
lovely thing to make their investments un- 
profitable by encouraging American boats 
to go where British boats cannot go. 
Carry this line of argument a step furth- 
er and what would happenlTlie coal miners 
of Naniiaimo would be left without the 
measure of protection they now enjoy, and 
explosions and burnings, now, happily, so 
rare, would become matters of woekly 
occurrence. Tho towage interests of the 
country must be concerned, and the Amer- 
ican boats should have no more privilegoB 
on this sido of tho line than British boats 
have 011 thoira.

What Sonic Women in Penn- 
sylvania are Forced to 
do lor a Living. 

Reading, May 20. — Sinco the suspen- 
sion of so many railroad hands and others 
here some of their wives have been work- 
ing in a stone quarry in the eastern part 
of tho city. A few days ago about half a 
dozen women were noticed to have small 
spall hammers with them, and inquiry to- 
night elicited the fact that they have been 
employed by a contractor, with their hus- 
bands, to break spalls for the city. They 
say they are compelled to do this to 
earn a living. Thoy receive somewhat 
lower wages than the men, but it is said 
they accomplish more in a day's work. 
This novelty is creating considerable com- 
ment. Many people go to the quarry 
during tho day to see the women crack 
stones. They are principally used in re- 
pairing the city streets. Since the hot 
weather, however, several have deserted 
the ranks and will probably not return to 
work. 

BKAULAUGII ATTACKS Till:

Why the Pensions were 
Granted. 

LONDON, May 27. — In reference to the 
commuting of the Duke of Marlborough 
and Win. Penn pensions, Bradlaugh 
writea a lcttor to tho treasury stating that 
Marlborough betrayed England, embezzled 
£400,000 of public moneys, and accepted 
bribes from bread contractors, who were 
thus permitted to supply the army with 
such poor food that many soldiers were 
sickened by it and died. He says that 
when tho independence of America was 
recognized the I'enns were compensated 
for their claims by the payment of £130, • 
000, given in instalments of £25,000 year- 
ly, with interest. The Penn pension when 
originally granted was 11 fraud on the na- 
tion, unci the present recipient is not a di- 
rect blood heir of Win. Penn. 



THE MANITOBA SETTLEMENT. 

SYNOPSIS OF THE CONCES- 
SIONS MADE TO THE 
DELEGATES. 

Desire of the Government to 
Adjust the Differences. 

A Satisfactory Besiilf Reached 



fMall.) 

Ottawa, May 28. — Tho following is a 
synopsis of the Manitoba settlement: — 

1st. The Dominion Government agree to 
transfer to the local government all swamp 
lands in tho province free, to inure wholly 
to tho benefit of tho province. 

2nd. Thoy agree to set aside 150,000 
acres of fair average land to be granted 
as an endowment to a university in Mani- 
toba. 

3rd. They agree in regard to tho capit- 
al account, to compute that the por capita 
allowance be made on a population of 
150,000 instead of on a population of 170,- 
000, as was originally adopted. That this 
capital sum shall bo chargud with such ad- 
vances as have already been made 
from the former capital account and 
with such expenditures as tho Dominion 
Government has made within tho province 
of a purely local character, and that an 
advance of $150,000 bo made to them to 
moot tho construction of a lunatic asylum 
and other exceptional works. 

4th. They agree that, reckoning from 
the 1st of September, 1881, the Manitoba 
census shall bo taken quinquonnially, and 
that midway between thesu takings ap- 
proximate estimates shall be made, so 
that the estimate of population upon 
which the allowance of eighty cents per 
head is based may bo revised four times in 
each decade, and in each instanco adjust- 
ed until the population reach -100,000, tho 
tirst of such estimates to ba made on 1st 
.September next, when, if the population 
bo found to exceed 150,000, duo credit 
will be given. 

5th. The demand for extension of 
boundaries is not entertained. 

(Hll. The Dominion government agree 
to change the grant of 12,800 acres of 
land in aid of the Hudson Bay Company 
into a free gift. 

7th. Tlie.se concessions are subject to 
the approval of Parliament and upon tho 
condition that thoy will bo accepted by 
the legislature of Manitoba in full of all 
claims. 

AN KVIDKNCK OF GOODWILL. 

The Dominion government have in 
those concessions again oxhibitod thoir 
goodwill towards Manitoba, and their do- 
sire to lift that province out of tho anomal- 
ous position it has held from not possessing 
like the other provinces any Grown or 
timbur lands or other sources of revouuo 
boyoud tho grants given by the central 
authority. Tho government uf Manitoba 
desired to have possession of all the lands 
in tho province, school lands as well, but 
the latter are hold in trust by the Domin- 
ion government, and oould not be trans- 
ferred so as to relievo the contral govern- 
ment of liability. Tho swamp lands are 
very properly given to the province, which 
has to bear the expense of a somewhat 
elaborate system of drainage. Tho lands 
made valuable by this drainage ought pro- 
perly to go to the government by whose ex- 
penditure they are made valuable. As for 
the other lands, the province, if it had 
secured them, would have had to establish 
a department of Crown lands, besides bear- 
ing its share of the cost of immigration now 
borne by the Dominion. As a speculation 
there would, under these circumstances, 
have been no money in the arable lands for 
the province, The arrangement by which 
the province secures an increase iu the 
money grant in speedy proportion to its in- 
crease in population is ouo that must com- 
mend itself to the public genorlly. As things 
stood, the province had to go to au annually 
increasing expenditure 011 account of in- 
crease in population without having any 
corresponding elasticity in its revenues. 
The 

ENDOWMENT OF THE MANITOBA UNtVKRSITY 

with 150, OUO acres of land will place tho 
university on a good footing, and will re- 
lieve the provincial government of its ex- 
penditure on account of higher education. 
By making a free grant of the allotment of 
lands within the province going to the Hud- 
son Bay Railway Company under their 
charter of last session the Dominion gov- 
ernment have shown their desire to aid the 
people of Manitoba to the accomplishment 
of tint end so greatly desired. 

A careful study of the effect upon the pro- 
vincial finances of the extension of the 
boundaries of the province to the Hudsou 
Bay must have convinced the delegation 
that such addition of territory would have! 
been a white elephant, more trouble than 
protit to the owners. Altogether it would 
appear that the settlement is a good one for 
.Manitoba, and though it may be adversely 
criticised by the opposition, yet it will, we 
are assured, be acceptable to the people of 
the province of Manitoba. 



Steam Colliers. 

Tho San Francisco Bullutin says: The 
steamer Walla Walla, lately employed in 
tho Seattle coal trade, is temporarily laid 
up at Portland, with all hands discharger!. 
Another steamer belonging to the same 
line, tho Mississippi, was burned at Seattle 
a year or more ago. Still another, the 
Umatilla, lies in a submerged condition 
off Victoria, and a contract is out for 
§00,000 to raiso hor. The only other 
steamer owned by the Oregon Improve- 
ment Company is the Willamette, which 
sailed yesterday for Port Townsend, prob- 
ably to load back with coal. Formerly, 
this company had all four steamers em- 
ployed in bringing coal from the Seattle 
mines to this port. It is understood that 
the supply of this coal is not largo, and 
that lessened receipts for the next three 
months will bo in order. The steamers 
Barnard Castle, Wellington, Wilmington 
and Empire are still engaged in tho Bri- 
tish Columbia coal trado, and tho Areata 
in tho Coob Bay coal trado. Another 
steamer for tho Coos Bay coal trado has 
been ordered. Tho steamer San Pedro is 
in tho Carbon Hill coal trado. 



The Km IIiomZc Statue. 

Nbw York, May 27. — Tho Courrierdea 
Etats Unis has a bitter article on the re- 
ception given to the Bartholdi statuo by 
America. It says tho statue is undoubt- 
edly regarded as a bore from a truly Am- 
erican standpoint. Not only is Bartholdi 
entirely disinterested in this affair, but ho 
pays out of his own pocket for the satis- 
faction of carrying nut a grand idea and of 
executing a project. In France every- 
body knows that part of his personal for- 
tune will be the price of this satisfaction, 
and it will bo dear indeed if ho only ro- 
ceive tho return which is made to him by 
Americans. We mean Americans of Am- 
erica, fur happily there are other Ameri- 
cans, elsewhere, civilized. It would have 
been far better if the thing had been put 
a stop to long ago, rather than that it 
should bo allowed to degenerate into a 
shame for the American people. Nobody 
can suppose that the poople of Franco can 
take otTense at the moral tone of a na- 
tion thoy have been foolish enough to 
consider accessible to the contagion of 
warm and elevated sentiments.
